Shan Connection^The color- 
ful Shan guerrillas ha\*e made 
another signed, secret offer to 
sell most of the Southeast Asian 
opium crop to the U.S. govern- 
ment at the prevailing black 
market price. The sale would 
dry up 20 per cent of the heroin 
supply now reaching the United 
States. 

The Shan hlllmen are willing 
to back up their offer, moreover, 
by attacking any ether convoys 
that try to bring opium out of the 
back country. 

The offer has been relayed to 
W'ashington through Rep. Les-* 
ter Wolff (D-N.Y.), chairman of a 
House narcotics subcommittee 
and me House's leading expert 
on Burma-Thai-Laos opium pro- 
duction. 

It has been submitted to the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee in a secret subcommittee re- 
port signed by Wolff, Rep. Mor- 
gan Murphy <D-II1.) and Rep. J. 
Herbert Burke (R-FIa.).
